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DEER HUNT. | 

BY JUDGE J. D. CATON. 

In the latter part of November, 1848, I closed the 
lenn of the Circuit Court, and had a week’s vacation 
before it was necesskry to start for the Supreme Court. 

I had been constantly on the Circuit since early in Au- 
jfusl, and felt sadly demoralized. Glover—he who 
looks after l.’ncle Sam’s interests in the Federal Coutrs 
at ('hioaRO—proposed that we should take a few days 
fur deer hauling. I thought this a happy suggestion, 
lor it had been a long time since I had looked along a | 
gun barrel at anything larger than grouse; so, early the 
next morning we "might have been seen" in Casper’s 
lumber wagon, with Carlo, my favorite pointer, over 
which I had shot more grouse than I ever expect to see 
ugsiu, snugly heded in a lock of hay at my feet, rattling 
towards the ferry—there was no bridge at Ottawa then, 
nor for many years later—to cross to the south side of 
the Illinois river. We followed down the bluff road for 
seven or eight miles, when we left the wagon and made ■ 
for the brakes along the bluO'. Carlo’s education had 
been confined to grou.sc and quail, having never seen a ' 
Uerr in his life, but be was a very staunch dog, and i 
roiuprehended what was required of him with wonder- 1 
ful sagacity, and I had no fear that he would spoil our i 
s|K>rt, even should he prove of no special service. Qlo-‘ 1

while I went further down towards the bottom into the < 
timber, assigning Carlo a position close to my heels. >

At length I beard the cracking of a rifle on top of the 
nluff at no great distance. The dog looked anxious, ^ 
and I kept a sharp lookout, hoping to see a deer rush ® 
down the bluff in case my friend had missed, as there ^ 
bad been more than one; but I was disappointed. All 
was still. In about a minute I again he ,rd the rifle, ^ 
and this was repeated till I had heard four reports. I ” 
now thought it time to investigate, and so, i apidly, but ^ 
cautiously,‘l made my way up, the bluff, when directly ® 
before me I saw my comrade taking aim from behind a 
large oak tree, which stood near the border of the pral- ° 
rie, and tmtimtly another report was heard. I crept up 
k) him as sbOil as possible, and inquired what he was 
practising at, and if I should serve him with more am- 
n.unitlon; ”’'He said be thought he was shooting at a 
buck, but he began to believe it was only a phantom. ^ 
Now be h known that Glover was a good shot in those ^ 
days wtih either rifle or fowling-piece, and it was rare, 
Indeed, with half a chance that he did not punish his P 
Pbject. He directed my attention to a huge thicket, 
about 300 yards out on the prairie, and asked if I could 
**e the deer.- At first I told him no, but by aid of his 
■nore particular direction, I plainly saw the form or out- d 
las of the head and antlers of a veiy large buck, but w 
Well covered by the tops of the hazel. He invited me tl 


I to try my hand at him, and .ho I did, but with no better 
j success: not an antler moved. He still .stood facing us 
, like a statue, and evidently thought we were shouting 
I at something else, and that his position was that of n 
j unobserved spectator. He was equally surrounded 
the bush on all sides, and there was no practicable cover 
I behind which we could ai>proacb him nearer. We now 
1 settled down to our work with deliberate eurnestuess, 
and waded and fired alternately, and still the game 
moved not, and even if he winked we eould not see it. 

I At length Glover fii-ed, when bis bullet was heard whis¬ 
tling through the air at a p'-tty sharp angle from the 
hazle thicket, when instantly wc were assured we were 
not shooting at a phantom, for the head and aatlers 
( were gone, and from Iiehind the thicket the buck ti-ot- 
ted out into the open prairie, and stopped, broadside to 
us, and turned his head ns if to inquire what we were 
making such a rumpus about—disturbing the quiet of 
his home in so rude a way. I answered him with a half 
ounce bullet—that was the calibre of the rifle which 
weighed thirteen pounds, and I had shot from boyhood 
—designed for the heart, but it struck an inch too far 
back, and sadly demoralized his breathing apparatus. 
He lashed his tail a few times violently, humped up his 
back, and drew his legs under him, made a few vigor¬ 
ous leaps, and then settled down to a trot; but his feet 
seemed to grow heavy ns he passed over a roll in the 
prairie not a quarter of a mile a way—Glover remarked 
that he was badly hurt, and would lie down so soon as 
he got out of sight—when the deer appeared in the 
prairie, and in sight of the dogCarlo, evidently appre¬ 
ciated that he was the object of the fusilade, but he 
never moved a foot, however excited he may have 
been. So soon as we were again loaded, Glover went 
off to the right to meet him, should he make down the 
valley for the timber, while I took ^e dog to the place 
where the deer had stood. He took the trail instantly, 
and followed it up with as much deliberaliou as he ever 
did that of an old cock on the prairie. By a single word 
his gait was moderated to my walk, so that he kept 
about a rod ahead of me. When we passed the ridge, 
the trail led to a bunch of higli grass in the swail be¬ 
low, and when we bad come within 80 yards of it, the 
deer jumped up and made the best speed he could from , 
iiB. I fired at him on the jump, and saw by his motions ( 
that I had again hit him badly. I in.stantly sent the dog i 

after him. The deer turned to the right and jumped a i 

low fence into a corn field, and as he made the leap I | 
noticed that his feet hit the top rail, a sure indication 
that he WHS weakening very fast. Soon after he passed i 
the fence the dog brought him to bay. In this, the dog i 
behaved beautifully. He made for the liead and bayed I 
furiously, avoiding the wicked thrusts with great dex- • 
terlty, and was at him again in a moment. He could not <■ 
have performed his work better with this his first deer * 
had he been bred to the sport. While this was trans- fi 
plrlng my comrade came up and fired at aboutSO yards, t 
when the deer fell instantly, and was nearly lifeless 1 
when we reached him. t 

I believe it has never been settled who killed that ‘ 
deer, at least, to the satisfaction of both of us. Three ^ 
wounds were found upon him. One ball had passed ! 
through his tongue; another had entered the point of i 


r the bii),and ranged forward up through the loin, and 
8 was found under the skin near the back bone, badly 
i damaging one quarter of the venison. That wa.s a hall 
1 ounce bullet, and readily distinguished from a 44. 

Another bullet had struck one of the antlers at the snag, 
r four inches from the head, and had split it down to the 
7 butt. To that shot I laid no claim. Whether that dam- 
, age was done when the deer stood in the thicket, or 
B when he fell to Glover’s shot, it is iinpo.saible to say, 

. iiordocs it matter much so far as the day wa.s concerned. 
- That was a fine buck and fat, and we had hard work to 
i drag him to a deserted cabin in the same field, where 
! we could hang him up. 

I Wc found Casper and sent him for the deer, and di- 
■ reeled him to follow us to the Vermillion timber, to 
I which we directed our course at a smart walk, which 
; soon overcome the intervening four miles. Here Olo- 
' ver took the timlHjr, while I followed along the edge of 
the prairie. Just before I reached a point of timber 
and hazel putting into the prairie. I heard a whoop 
from my friend, which indicated that the game was 
afoot, and by the time I had cocked my gun, I hcaril 
the brush crack, and from the point out jumped two 
docs and a fawn, making long and graceful leajis. ns if 
in no great hurry, but still quite willing to reach other 
quarters. I fired at the one nearest me, aiming low at 
the shoulder. She did not fall, but told me she was 
hit by a violent switching of the tail, and wild, erratic 
leaps. The dog all this time had stood like a statue, 
but the instant I told him to go he was off at bis best 
speed, and a prettier race 1 have seldom seen. From 
her first motions, I expected to sec her soon fall, but 

directly she dropped her tail close between her loins 

and settled down to a more regular pace, and followed 
the others towards a grove a mile off in the prairie 
She constantly fell behind the other deer, and the dog 
gained upon her, and so I watched them till all disap¬ 
peared in the distant grove. Glover soon came up, and 
presently Casper appeared. As it was gettingdusk, we 
concluded to postpone the search till morning, and 
hunt quarters for the night. We started on up the tim 
her, and in half a mile brought up at the cabin of Mr 
Cadwcll, a well-to-do settler, and an old acquaintance 
of Glover’s. Wo were hospitably received, and most 
comfortably entertained. We had been at the cabin 
but a few minutes, when the dog came up pretty well 
blown, having, no doubt, followed our trail, as 1 sup¬ 
posed bs would, from the place where he had left me. 

1 bat was a glorious supper, only it seemed we would 
never he satisfied. Like most of the house-wives of the 
settlers at that early day, when the deer and the wild 
turkies were still abundant through every "nick of tim¬ 
ber” in the country, Mrs. Cadwell could make the best 
of coffee, and cook venison, beef or pork to the nicest 
turn, and then her corn broad was simply glorious. If 
so it was to the ordinary feeder, how think you it lasted 
to two stout meiCwho had had a hard day’s hunt, and 
had tasted nothing since an early breakfast? It seemed 
to afford the good woman infinite satisfaction to see us 
eat, for she evidently bad no fears but that she could 
beat us at last. Each time she filled our coffee-cups 
her smile was more complacent, and each lime she re¬ 
plenished our plates, her satisfaction seemed more and 
more complete.

There is much confusion and ignorance among peo- 
ple as regards the different varieties of this American 
bird. There are on this continent, as far as has been 
definitely ascertained by ornithologists, four different 
kinds of eagles, namely; First, the Bald Eagle our 
National Bird ;’’ second, the Bird of Washington a 
rwe variety, and the largest in size of the eagle rtimily 
of which Audubon saw but two during bis travels anti 
I these he saw while taking a voyage down the Missis- 
■ sippi—there was one of them, mounted, in Col Wood’s 
I .u tl'sffoytfl by the great fire ; third 

I the GoWen Eagle, so called from the peculiar tinge of 
i ts feathere, and of this variety no doubt was the bird 
that Mr. Sam Thomas caiitured near Virden—it is the 
commonest and bravest of our eagle family ; fourth a 
small eagle that is found on the coast of "horidB and 
nowhere else, as far as known—it is a small bird’ not 
larger than a marsh hawk. 

As regards the Golden Eag!e, 1 will relate an inci- 
Uent. On one occasion, many years ago, while out 
deer-hunting m a sleigh, on the prairie uenr Chicago I 
discovered a herd of deer half a mile from the wtxids 
Approaching the heard, and when within two rifle 
shots of them. I saw a golden eagle suddenly 
coming into view, right over the deer, which were hud- 
illed ogether feedine After hovering for a moment 
oyer the herd, he suddenly swooped flown and struck 
at the head of one of the animals, but, dodging the 
deer escaped him. The beixl then broke for the woods 
helteT-skelter, The eagle then rose again into the aix 
In a few secends he made a second swoop, again strik¬ 
ing at the head of a deer, which again evaded him 
He towered up into the air again, and in a few seconds 
I ^ain came down striking at another deer’s head 
I Missing It again, he once more arose, aud before the 
I herd reached the timber, be repealed this four or five 
I times. Reaching the woods, the deer were safe, and 
the eagle abandoned his gallant efforts. It is a well- 
known fact among old hunters that golden eagles fre¬ 
quently stnke their talons into the heads of deer and 
bringing them down, destroy their eyes and b’avimr 
disabled them, kill them at S leJsuro fo? 

Some years ago the Audubon Club of Chicago secured 
a live specimen of the golden eagle. The club desir-

widely in theirdesorlptlons of its habits, and within the 
writer’s observation, have made but a cursory examin¬ 
ation of its mode of life. 

The Reed-bird, Rice-bird, or Bobolink, as it is var¬ 
iously called iu Pennsylvania, the South, or in New 
England, is a small, almost unnoticeable bird, but the 
sweetest little tit-bit, ever placed before an epicure 
The season for both Rail and Reed-birds, commences 
sometimes, as early us August 20lb. but old sporlsmeu 
seldom make fbr the rstiis before September 5 Pot 
hunters are plenty as soon as the birds come. Wheu 

they do first arrive in the long reeds, that grow from 
the bank of the river out as far as from one hundred to 
five hundred yards into the stream, they arc weary from 
their long flight from the billM and valleys ot Old New 
England, and generally lie in comparative conceal, 
ment for several days, until recuperated and strength - 
ened by a full diet on the seeds of the reed, they com 
mence to fly. The season is only in the fall, as in the 
earlier part of the year, when flying north, the birds 
almost always fly with but little rest, staying until tbe 
last moment among the rice fields of the South. But 
in returning they linger on their way and are fearfully 
decimated while en*ioute to those winter quarters. 
The Rail, being tbe slower traveler of the two. takes 
its time, although when it reaches the reed-swamps, 
in poorer condition and takes somewhat longer time ’ to 
become as vigorous as the Reed-bird. 

About the first week iu September the sport is in full 
play. All along the Schuylkill and Delaware Rivers, 
the constant sound of shot-guns, of all sizes aud pat- 
erns, is to be heard. The Reed-bird flies in flocks, of 
from three or four, to as many thousands. The Rail 
is generally a single bird. His life bis iu a solitary 
manner, except during mating season when the ypair 
—but as soon as the young are batched, the 
cock leaves the care of the brood to the hen and goes 
his way. 

The sport is of an enlivening kind, more e.sjiecially 
with the Rail, however, as the mere explosion of a guu 
within hearing distance of a flock of Rectl-birds. is 
almost sure to turn over one or two. 

The Rail rises in a perpendicular line to the beiglil 
of the reeds, darts along very swiftly for about twenty 
yards, and then drops as rapidly as he rose. The chance 
for shot is only about the space of a second, and tyros 
I generally require more experience for that thau for 
almost any other wing shot except Wood cock 

The mode of,;rni8lDg the Rail is by wbal is called 
pushing. The sportsman places himself in llio bow of 
a boat, with his cartridges in an open box before him 
if he uses a breach loader, or if he uses a muzzle- 
loader, he has on the bow-seat, a tin box divided into 
three or four compartments, one for wads, one for 
powder, one for shot and one for caps. The shot and 
powder compartments are fitted with exchangeable 
lids, with hinge attachniehls, the wad and cap box, 
usually are open. The powder and shot are severally 
supplied with their appropriate loading meiisures, ami 
the double-headed loading rod lies conventient to hand. 

In the rear of the boat stands the pusher, armed with 
a pole, from sixteen to twenty feet long, at the base of 
which is three crotched pieces of oak or ash root, and 

at the top a round mast-head. 

Pushing is a science in itself, as many a green-honi 
knows to his sorrow. The mere act of shoving a pole 
into the mud as a means of propulsion, is a very easy 
matter; but to push, steer, and mark the rise and fall 
of the birds is about as much as one man cares to at 
tend to. Added to that is a knowledge of the shoot¬ 
ing grounds, tbe ebb and flow of the tide, and a thous¬ 
and minor points that go to make up a first-elass 
pushtr.

How the Star-Fish takes his Oysters. | ^ 

It is curious to read the silly 'stories that are told in t 
the name of natural history. There is one that says 1 
that the star-fish puts its finger or rays into the oys- d 
tcr’s shell, and helps itself. From every point of con- h 
sideration the thing is ridiculously impossible. A more | 1 
sober judgment is that given by some naturalists, 
namely, that the sea star protudcs its great sac-like c 
stomach and envelopes to a great extent the oysters c 
therein, and so leisurely digesU the mollusk out of its t 
unopened shell, much as a cod-fish does the shell, it l 
swallows. After having seen young star-fishes eat c 
small specimens (that is, such as were suited to their l 
size) of oysters, mussels and scollops, which I have fed t 
to them in an aquarium. I give the following as based t 
on a number of observations: Having brought the oval, ( 
or stomach orifice, exactly opposite the nib of the oys- t 
ter, the star embraces the bivalve with its five flexible i 
rays, aided by the hundreds of sucking disks on the < 
tiny feet. Thus positioned, the star-fish clings 1 
firmly, but keeps itself quite still, and waits very pa- i 
tientfy After a while the instinct of the oyster will be i 
at fault, and it will open as if no enemy were near. At 
this moment, as it seems to me, is injected from the I 
oral orifice of the star a baleful “sidereal blast." It is | 
a something that paralyzes the mollusk; because from l 
that moment the valves of the oyster are opened to I 
their full extent, and the hold of the flexible rays is re- ^ 
laxed. Instantly a single variation of the performance 
seta in. The rays are withdrawn and set back to back j 
—the stomach is protruded, and the doubled-up star in¬ 
trudes itself into the oyster, the evicted stomach lead¬ 
ing the way in the movement, and absorbing its vic¬ 
tim. If the famous “india-rubber man” could throw 
backward his arms, legs and head, and this position 
could then infuse himself, stomach-first, into a partially 1 
opened writing desk, he would rival this feat of the sea- 
star, without the villainy of injecting chloroform 
through the key-hole—Pro/. Lockwood, in Popular 
Science Monthly.

Bl^ck Bass va. Pickerel. j 

It is refreshing to learn that there are any parties ' 
among our Orecn Mountain towns who have placed a I 
proper estimate on those abominable fishes, the pike I 
and pickerel. We have received the following letter 
from gentlemen in Windsor county: , 

We noticed in a recent Herald an article on fish, and 
would like a little more information. Our ponds have I 
pike, pickerel and dace in them. Which would be the • 
best to put in, bass, salmon, or shad, and would any of ' 
the three live with or exterminate the pike, etc., and 
the best way to procure the seed and where from. An 
answer will oblige. 

We have wished that our ponds could be restocked 
with fish of greater value as food and game qualities. 
The great trouble has been to get rid of all-devouring 
pickerel. This worthless fish will consume as much 
weight of food to attain the weight of 10 pounds as it 
would require to fat a hog of 300 pounds weight. 

We have reason to think that the black oass will 
prove too much for this fresh water shark. A number 
of years since we fished a small lake in Kalamazoo 
county, Michigan, and in those our benighted d^s we 
thought we had great sport. We captured in half a day | 
about 150 pounds of pickerel. A few years later we I 
tried the same water and found the pickerel there, but i 
in greatly reduced numbers. The black bass, however, 
were there, and we took numbers of them. We have 
again within a few years fished the same lake Mveral 
times, hut have seen no more pickerel. There is now 
about as good bass in that lake as there is in that vicin¬ 
ity, The bass were introduced into the lake by a ditch 


made from a small adjoining pond which contained i 

^Cwked lake in the same county, a m^h larger body 
of water, has always coutained bass. This lake bad 
neither inlet nor outlet until about a year since when 
a ditch was dug from it conveying its waters indirect¬ 
ly to the Kalamazoo River. The pickerel Uwk advan- 
tag6 of this and occupied the lower eud of the lake as 
their spawning ground. A year or two after we were 
informed hy the fish spearers that millions of young 
pickerel were to be seen by their light in the lake, we 
doubted it, but took an early opportunity to seo for 
ourselves. We soon discovered the fish, but were in 
doubt as to what they were until a boy with us com¬ 
menced catching them with his hand. They were un¬ 
doubtedly pickerel and among them was a school or 
bass devouring them by thousands. . i i 

■There has never been a pickerel taken m toat laae 
that would weigh as much as four ounces. The sharp 
spines of the dorsal fins of the bass arc too much 
I for them. The following extract from » 

I ly delivered at the Cooper Institute by Hon. Kobert B. 

I Roosevelt, who is an authority in this subject, is to the 
I point: 

' The admirable domestic qualities of bla^ bass arc , 
i taken advantage of by the fish cullurist. The eggs of j 
this class of fish cannot he hatched by the nieans at 
: present within our knowledge to any advantage. Ih^ \ 
are surrounded with a gelatinous or raucous fluid, | 
which unfits them for being deposited either m the sm- 
mon troughs or in the shad boxes. It is possible to 
velopethem, but at a cost of time, care, and labor which 
! is too great. All that is done is to put the mature fish 
' in new waters. They increase with astounding rapidity, 

I if the conditions are favorable. No other 
1 can stand them. Defended as they are with their 
spiny fins, they are more than a match for enemies 
larger than themselves, with tlieir rapidity of mo- 
I tion enables them to seize smaller sorts with ease. 

; Our farmers have in some sections of the country in 
their anxiety to obtain fish food introduced picker¬ 
el into their ponds and lakes. A fish cannot he ab- 
I solutely worthless, perhaps, but a pickerel is as near 
■ worthlessness as a ft^^h can be. A catfish is a iring 
1 by comparison. Yet pickerel are voracious, and it 
has been a question of some difficulty to get rid of 
I them when they were once established in any water. 
The black bass-has removed this difficulty; he will 
disiiose of the pickerel, and convert him into a 
higher kind of animal tissue with a rapidity which 
is gratifying to all lovers of good living. 

Our fneod Fred Mather, of Honeoye Falls, Monroe 
county, N. Y., is prepared to furnish black bass, in any 
quanty, for stocking lakes and ponds, on reasonable 
terms. The young fish can be obtained in great num¬ 
bers with a gauze net near their spawning beds. None 
. of the waters of 'Vermont contain them in large num¬ 
bers but some could be obtained now at the mouth of 
the ’(Vinooski river, and in the course of a few years 
: there will doubtless be a great supply of them in the 
Connecticut river. There are other fish which would 
thrive in our mountain ponds« auch as the salmon trout 
> and the land-locked salmon. The raising of shad in 
! confined waters is yet regarded as an experiment. But 
i both ns a game ana food fish, and as a successful anlag- 
• onist to the pickerel, we know Of none so easily intro- 
s dneed and of such value as black bass. 


I 
shall, therefore, quote the cataloTOe of the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Burgeons, wherein we read 
°‘The natal passages may be observed to be not in 
the centre of j>f trunk, but nearer the interior surface. 
The musclea before them pass in a radiating direction 
to the circumfeience of the proboscis; those which are 
immediately behind the nasal passage are disposed in a 
straight line from side to side. External and posterior 
to these again, the muscular fibres resume the radiated 
course. The second series of muscles tend to diminish, 
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course. The second series of muscles tend to diminish, 
but cannot close, the area of the nasal passage; the 
first and third series eontract the diameter of the trunk 
without affecting that of the canals. All the muscles 
are distinct, and teiminate at both extremities in slen¬ 
der tendons. They are embedded in a cellular texture, 
uniformly occupied by a white homeogeneous adipose 
substance." . 

In order to show this structure, I have made two 
casts of the sections of the trunk, which, when colored 
by my secretary, Mr. Bearle, will show the mechanism 
and structure very well. I have also rnade a longitudi¬ 
nal section, showing a very coinpUcated series of 
arteries, and six nerves on each side, the largest the 
size of one’s thumb, the smaller that of a cedar pencil, 
t These nerves of course go to supply the power of touch 
I to the finger-like tip of the IrunK. . 

The trunk is also used as a musical instrument. Visi¬ 
tors at the Zoological Gardens may often have heard a 
I curious musical trumpeting by the female elephant 
when she is eating fresh hay ; anxious to know what 
this note was in music, my friend Mr. C. H. Walker, or¬ 
ganist of the Rev. Mr. Stuart’s church.

The Berlin correspondent of Land and Water 
publishes a piece ol information tliat will be wei- 
come to many a farmer. “Who ever knew,” says 
he, “of two plants beingso inimical to one another as 
one to kill the other by mere touch. This, however, 
seems to be the case when rape grows near the thls- 
! tie. If a field Is Infested with thistles, give it a turn 
of rape seed, and this plant will altogether starve, 
suffocate, and chill the thistle out of existence. A 
trail made with different varieties of rape seed, in 
square plots when it was found that the wlnde 
1 ground was full of thistles, and nobody believed In 
' the rape having a fair run. But it had, and as It 
I grew the thistle vanished, faded, turned gray, and 
I dried up as soon as the rape leaves began to touch 
I it Other trials were then made in flower pots and 
garden-beds, and the thistle always had to give in, 
and was altogether inniliilated, .whether old and 
I fully developed, or young and tender." 

I SiBseotion of an Blephan'ts Trunk. 

' When examining the skin of the Isle of Wight 
shark in Mr. Qeirard’s yard at Camden-town, I espied 
iu the. coiiior an elephant’s head. Mr Gerrard toid^ ine 
he was Koinff to make it into a skull ; but that I might 
have the flesh if I liked. This beast died in a me¬ 
nagerie, his head was sent to the Zoological Gardens to 
be dissected. Whcnl wentup for the trunk, ears, 

< I found they had all been cut up, and the trunk buried. 
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However, I dug up the trunk, and putting the pieces to¬ 
gether, made a cast of the whole thing. 

The structure of the elephant’s trunk is one of the 
most wonderful pieces of mechanism in the whole of 
the animal creation. The elephant’s trunk is really a 
prolonged nose—as the animal could not easily rewh 
Its food by any other means ; the Creator has so admira¬ 
bly adapted to the animal's nose, so as to act as an or- 
gnn of prehension, offence, defence, tind, in fset, to do 
the wort of a human hand. We shall naturallv expwt 
a very complicated arrangement of the muscles. On 
making a section, therefore, of the trunk, I tind it is 
perforated by two large holes, lined with a mucous 
membrane, which are really the nostrils.

Because the gastric juice of a flesh-eating animal being 
adapted to the" duty which it has to perform, will not 
dissolve vegetable matter. 

■Why are there so many bodily forms in the animal 
creation f Because the different creatures which God 
created have different modes of life, and the forms of 
their bodies will be found to present a perfect adaption 
to the lives allotted to them. 

Why have birds with long legs short tails * Because 
the tails of the birds are used to guide them through 
the air by steerager^^hen birds with long legs lake to 
flight, their legs Mhind, and they then serve the same 
purpose as a tail. 

'Why have fishes air-bladders f Because, as the den¬ 
sity of the water varies greatly at different depths, the 
enlargement or contraction of the bladder regulates the 
relation of the specific gravity of the body of the flih 
to that of ihe water in which it moves. 

Why are woodpeckers, tongues about three times 
longer than their hills? Because, if their hills were 
.long, they would not bore the trees so efficiently ; and 
when the trees are bored, and the insects alarmed, they 
endeavor to retreat into the hollows of the wood ; but 
the long, thin tongue of the woodpecker fixes them on 
its sharp horny point and draws them into the mouth of 
the biro! 

Be 
I cause the elephant’^s head is so heavy that it could not 
have been supported at 'he end of a long neck, or lever

in an elephant’s trunk amount to forty thousand, all of 
which are under the will, as it is to these that the pro- 
bosis of this animal owes its flexibility.

“Keeping the Pot Hot" 

The editor of the Chicago Timet has had his liuads 
full the past week or two attending to libel suits. 
I.ast week Miss Early, of Rockford, commenced a suit 
against him for l|50,000 and obtained a verdict of $25,- 
000. Mr. Storey,not feeling inclined to pay out so much 
money at present, has taken an appeal. This is, we 
believe, the largest verdict in a libel suit ever obtained 
in this country. It certainly is a very large sum to be 
called upon to pay for being imposed upon by some 
unmitigated scoundrel or scoundrels, for it was through 
false representations and forgeries that the Timet was 
led into-tlandering the fair lady above mentioned. It 
is true that Mr. Storey is responsible for everything that 
appears in his paper, although he may be entirely 
ignorant of its contents. In this ca.se he received 
four letters l^at purported to bear the signatures of some 
of the leading men of Rockford. Each letter corroh 
orated the other, .-lifter glancing at them, and not 
waiting to ascertain the correctness of the statements 
contained in them, Mr. Storey handed them over^ one 
of his editors, wl»o passed them into other bands to be 
written up in true sensational style. Imagine, if you 
can. what must have been the feelings of that unsul¬ 
lied young lady, her parents, and friends, on seeing 
such a diabolical scandal appearing in one of the most 
extensively circulated papers in the west, depicted in 
the most e.xciting colors of which the English language 
is capable. It was more than they could endure with 
impunity, and immediately commenced suit against 
Mr. Storey for vindication of the lady's character. 

The case was certainly an aggravated one, aiid very 
much regretted by Mr. Storey,who endeavored to make 
what reparation he could by publishing an apology 
and characterizing the story as bureless in every par¬ 
ticular, and offering a large reward for the detection of 
the parties who \VTOte • and sent the forged letters. 
But this availed nothing, so far as appeasing the slan¬ 
dered, or bringing to light the wicked and heartless au¬ 
thor. 

That Mr. Storey should pay a reasonable sum for hav¬ 
ing thus caused the young lady so much sorrow, he 
himself will not deny, for he admits the charge, but 
thinks there are palliating circumstances connected 
with the Cl se which should have their weight in award¬ 
ing a bill of damages against him. So do we. 

Mr. Storey is certainly to blame for not having 
taken the necessary precaution against being im¬ 
posed on in a matter of such vital importance, and 
should be taught to be more circumspect in the future. 

An editor has no right to print anything and everything 
that is sent to him simply because it savors of a sen¬ 
sational character,''2nd will add coppers to his ex¬ 
chequer. If he will, he should be dealt with according 
to law, especially when he oversteps the hounds of 
justice and gives publicity to stories calculated to bring 
sorrow and disgrace to certain individuals. We know 
that the Timtt has been guilty of doing these very things, 
times without number, relying upon its immense power 
and influence to awe people from commencing pro¬ 
ceedings against it for libel. "Fofljenrance ceases to 
be a virtue" after a while, and os soon as one person 
has the audacity to commence proceedings others are 
bu' too willing to follow. We believe that nothing 
will raise a man's ire sooner than to sec himself un¬ 
justly and maliciously denounced in public print. 


He fears that everybody in Christendom will not only 
see it, but will believe it in the main. He values bis 
reputation, if he has one, and does not like to have it 
tarnished by the venomous pen of eveiy scalawag who 
has the opportunity at his fingers' end. And he is 
right. 

Mr. Storey's career commenced this week by appear¬ 
ing in court to answer to the charges of six Indict¬ 
ments—five for libel and one for obscenity. These are 
mostly brought by political schemers whom Mr. Storey 
has taken occasion to speak of in terms not very compli¬ 
mentary.

Is Tilton C jllty? 

The Yankee way of answering this iiucstiou, would 
be to ask. Is Beecher innocent? The affirmation of the 
one certainly does not prave the other, the Plymouth 
Church to the contrary, notwithstanding. It seems to 
have been the part of the defense in the great Brook 
lyn scandal cuse’to prove the guiltiness of Tilton rather 
than the innocence of the great preacher. What has 
the character of this man to do with the case so far 
as clearing Beecher of the charge of adultery? Do the 
friends of Mr. Beecher think that they can blind the 
public to the great issue at stake, by such subterfuge? 
Of course the reverend gentleman is not guilty until 
proven so, but inasmuch us this charge of adultery 
has been imputed to him we sincerely hope that every 
means will be used to show an anxious public that he 
has been falsely accused. The only proof adduced 
thus far to contradict the charge direct, is that of Mr. 
Beecher himself, and of course he is not a disinterested 
witness. Therefore, we say that bis friends and his 
lawyers .should use every means within their power to 
show, .so far as human ingenuity is capable, that the 
charge is utterly false, and docs not bear the semblance 
of truth. But this should be dune honorably and not 
on the hypothesis that every witness ou the other aide 
is a deliberate liar and scoundrel. The developments 
thus far do not.’go to sliow that llic truth is all on one 
side 

Mr. Beecher lias left the witncs.s stand, but was his 
testimony e.xplicit, clear and satisfactory on all points? 
Has his explanation of those Icttei-s been in accordance 
with gooa sound reasoning and a proper interpretation 
of the English language? Even though he be a great 
preacher, why should he not use the English tongue so 
that others can understand it without his individual 
interiiretation, especially when writing to ladies? We 
don’t wish to accuse Aim of attempting to deceive the 
public, but if anybody else did se, we should be in¬ 
clined to look on him with suspicion. In Mr. Beecher 
its all right, of course, for he is above doing a dishon¬ 
orable act! He is too good and pious for that. During 
the severe ci-oss-examination he undei-went at the hands 
of Judge Fullerton, he showed most conclusively that, 
like George Washington, “he could not tell a lie.” 
And like all other gre^ men he forgot a great many 
things that he didn't think worth remembering, and 
thus was unable to give the information asked for. His 
friends say he passed the ordeal unharmed, while 
others say that he was pretty thoroughly “cornered" at 
times. Of course the latter class must be prejudiced 
and consequently should not be entitled to much 
credit. 

Is Tilton guilty? Wait until wo hear the rebuttal 

and we shall endeavor to answer, this question more 

e.xplicilly.
